R ab bi J o sep h K r a u sk o p f, D. D. of 
Philadelphia, in a recent lecture, declared 
th at reasonable expenditure upon art is 
true economy—a tru th th at advancing, 
civilization more and more recognizes 
A\ e should not, as he well says, begrudge 
expenditure on art, 
For it is a benefac­ 
tion to the poor, who cannot for them ­ 
selves procure costly art treasures or visit 
th e art collections of the old world. 
The 
age is a pushing, grasping and commer­ 
cially cold one, and there is little enough 
in it of devotion to the refining and edu­ 
cating influences of art. 
Our 
parks, 
squares and gardens have too few exam ­ 
ples of sculpture, our public buildings too 
few tine paintings and our art galleries for 
th e public are rare and widely apart. 
In 
our severity we devote too little to the 
adornm ent of our public structures, and 
even in th eir outward architecture it is 
but here and there th a t they appeal to the 
love for th e beautiful. 
Emerson was 
right when he said “R aphael paints wis­ 
dom, H andel sings it, Phidias carves it, 
Shakespeare writes it, AVren builds it.” 
A rt is an educator, truly, and it never 
educates in a wrong direction, when em­ 
ployed by the clean taste. 
If it does not 
reach all, so, too, neither does science, re­ 
ligion nor any of the agencies of man, but 
its presence, as the distinguished lecturer 
quoted from well said, “ has an ennobling 
influence upon the many. 
If it cannot 
make the bad better it makes the good 
b e tte r; it leads the well-disposed to make 
life truer, nobler, more beautiful for self 
and others, and that alone deserves our 
faithful devotion to it. 
W e may, indeed, 
tiud corruption among artistic surround­ 
ings, but we look for it first and surest 
find it where all art is wanting and igno­ 
rance and cold, practical hard lines pre­ 
vail. 
A few a rt galleries,” said the lec­ 
turer, w ith truth, “a few parks, a few 
libraries, a few statues, a few fountains, 
the distribution of a few ennobling pic­ 
tures, a few free concerts, are wonder­ 
working missionaries for good in any com­ 
m unity,” and rival th e churches, the 
prayer-meetings and the exhortations of 
the preachers, and are better than the 
threats of Police Courts and the arms of 
peace officers. 


T h e great American privilege of meet­ 
ing and adopting resolutions was exercised 
by the passengers on the disabled steamer 
C ity of Paris in this m anner: 
Resolved, That we, passengers from New York 
to Liverpool by the Royal Mail steamship Citv 
ol I’aris, which was. by an accident to the m«- 
chincry on the afternoon of Tuesday, March 
25th, wholly disabled and partially lilied with 
water and placed at the mercy of the sea, desire 
herewith to record our heartfelt gratitude to Al­ 
mighty <>od lor the beautiful weather experi­ 
enced during the time of extreme peril, and to 
which was chiefly due our safe deliverance. 
W e believe that this is the first tim e 
th at resolutions of thanks to the Supreme 
R uler of the universe have been passed by 
resolution. 
There is lacking only the 
usual form ula: “Resolved, that these reso­ 
lutions be furnished to the press and a 
copy forwarded,” etc. 
G enerally passen­ 
gers in a strait at sea who feel dependence 
u¡>on the mercies of Providence get down 
upon their marrow bones and pray with 
all the earnestneei of the conviction that 
th eir only hope is in Divine assistance, hut 
th e City of ParL people not only resolve 
thanks to God, but qualify their acknowl­ 
edgm ent by the cautious statem ent that to 
the “beautiful weather” vouchsafed was 
“chiefly due” their safe deliverance. There 
is nothing like exactness in these matters. 


S h e r i f f F l a c k gets off altogether “too 
cheap.” 
H e committed one of the grossest 
o f frauds; he conspired against the course 
o f justice; colluded with a Court official 
to procure a fraudulent decree o f divoice 
to be entered against him self upon the 
supposed com plaint of his wife, when in 
fact she had no knowledge of any action 
h iv in g been brought in her name. 
For 
this misdemeanor— it should be a felony— 
he esca¡»es w ith but two m onths of im ­ 
prisonment in the County Jail and a tine 
o f $-000. 
T he reporter of the World, who 
secreted him self in the jurv-room w hile 
the Flack jury was in deliberation, was 
punished by being sent to jail for thirty 
days and lined $250; yet he had not even 
com m itted a misdemeanor, under the law, 
but was punished for contempt of Court. 
In fact this Paul l ’ry receives punishment 
trebly severe to that 
adm inistered 
to 
Flack, when the character of the offenses 
is considered. 
A\’e cannot understand the 
Courts of N ew York? 
They are strong in 
th e trial of offenders, but their judgm ents 
in awarding punishm ent nearly always 
seem inadequate. 


I n 
the new tariff bill, b y which it is 
claim ed there w ill be worked a reduction 
o f the revenue to the tune of $45,000,000, 


w ithout affecting the principle of protec­ 
tion lo Am erican production and m anu­ 
facture— a claim 
uj>on 
which a political 
issue wdl be joined— it is provided that 


the reduction ou iuuiber from $2 to $1 30 


shall not aflect Canadian imports, unless 
that Government removes its export duty 
upon logs for the U nited States. 
In other 
wordq it is proposed to make the Dom in­ 
ion Government “reciprocate.” T his prop­ 
osition w iil probably bring Canada to 
terms. 
But it remains to be seen whether 
our lumber men w ill not antagonize the 
entire proposition. 


I f a recent corres[>ondent of the London 
Truth is correct in his statement concern­ 
ing the Chinese drama, then nearly every 
one who has written of it or observed it in 
this country has been mistaken. 
T he cor­ 
respondent says that it is error to suppose 
that the dramas presented by Chinese com­ 
panies are long. 
On the contrary, he de­ 
clares that they are shorter than some 
E nglish plays. 
The Chinese bill of the 
play generally embraces seven or eight 
pieces, w hich take altogether some four 
hours of acting. 
lie adds that he speaks 
from experience in China among theater­ 
goers and actors. 
It is very strange that 
other observers should so differently ex ­ 
press them selves. 
T he majority of writers 
and critics describe Chinese drama to be a 
historical recital extending over vast peri­ 
ods of tim e, and that the recital is contin­ 
ued from night to night un til the whole 
story of heroic achievem ent and royal and 
other love-m aking is told. 


T h e people o f the Choctaw N ation in­ 
sist upon having a lottery. 
T he Chicago 
Journal w isely advises them that if they 
must get rid of their money, a cheaper 
and speedier method w ill be to take it out 
on the public square and burn it. 
Yes 
and rather than have an official lottery to 
damn their com munities, they had better 
add all their property to the bonfire and 
jum p into the flames them selves. 
It 
would be better for the race c f men that 
such a pyre be kindled than have the 
lottery evil fasten official fangs upon the 
throat of any more soverign States or dis­ 
tricts.

U pon th e conclusion of the election, 
President Green introduced Sam Davis, 
the w ell-know n h u m o rist, and editor of 
th e Carson, Nev., Appeal, w ho had con­ 
sented to address the m eeting. 
Mr. Davis was greeted with applause 
when he stepped upon the platform. 
T he speaker started in by reproaching 
the com m ittee for selecting such a subject 
as “ B usiness 1 for h im to speak upon. 
B usiness was som ething th at he was not 
up in. 
“ AVhy,” said he, “ there is not a 
w orse conducted, m ore slip shod paper ou 
th e coast th an th e Carson Appeal. 
I own 
a ranch in one county and a new spaper in 
another, and it has become notorious in 
m y neighborhood th at w hen I leave the 
ranch and resum e charge of th e paper, 
th e ranch thrives and gets along rem ark a­ 
bly well. 
T hen, w hen I get tired of th e 
paner and go back to the ranch, tb e 'alte r 
suffers again, bu t the paper begins to boom. 
B ut w hen I desert bolh of them and go 
dow n to San Francisco fo ra few weeks, 
there 
is 
great 
prosperity 
at 
both 
ends." 
Mr. 
Davis th en 
branched 
off 
on a 
sem i-serious dissertation 
ou the 
troubles 
of the poor new spaper 
m an. 
T he new spaper, he declared, was 1 oked 
upon by m any as a pnblic p h ilanthropist— 
an in stitu tio n organized and m aintained 
for no other purpose th an to boom every­ 
th in g for nothing. 
E very dealer was w ill­ 
ing to have his enterprise boom ed, but 
w hen th e poor editor w ants a new pair of 
shoes or a hat, he m ust pay top rates 
Society ladies w ould get up a charitv ball 
and w ould persuade the editor to" give 
them about a dollar's w orth of advertising 
free—“ for th e good of th e cause.” 
But 
w hen it com e to giving out tb e invitations 
they w ould not provide th e editor’s wife 
w :th one because she could not dress well 
enough.^ 
T he speaker said he was de­ 
cidedly in favor of receiving pay for all ad ­ 
vertising, and he related several hum orous 
exam ples of how he was succeeding. 
In 
conclusion Mr. D avis earnestly exhorted 
those present to jo in hands and pull to­ 
gether, for in union there was strength. By 
doing so they could easily accom plish 
w hat the association aim ed for. 
E dw ard 
Curtis, 
an o th er 
w ell-know n 
journalist, was the n ext speaker. 
Mr. C ur­ 
tis was received w ith m uch applause, and 
his rem arks were listened to w ith m arked 
attention. 
"I am glad,” he said “ to m eet th e editors 
of N orthern C alifornia. 
T his section of 
our State has been so well served and a d ­ 
vertised by your united labors th a t I am 
sure you w ould be welcom ed anyw here in 
th is region an d especially here in Sacra­ 
m ento, th e very heart and center o f a vast 
and prolific territory. 
A n observing m an 
w ho has traveled m uch told m e this m o rn ­ 
ing th at the people ot California, taken as 
a whole, know m ore th an an y other peo­ 
ple he bad ever been am ong. 
T he high 
and wide intelligence th at m y friend found 
all through C alifornia is largely due to the 
new spaper press of th is State ib at daily 
and w eekly furnish to th e public everv 
variely of inform ation. 
M ore people read 
new spapers in C alifornia, in proportion to 
population, th an anyw here else in the 
w orld. 
T he great journals of New Y ork, 
P hiladelphia, Chicago an d St. Louis, w ith 
m illious of people su rrounding them , have 
a circulation h o t m uch larger th an th e 
leading new spapers of San Francisco, that 
penetrate; 
com paratively sparseiy-settled 
com m unities. 
T here is scarcey a m an in 
C alifornia so poor or so ignorant that he 
does not tak e one or m ore new spapers, 
w hile in the East, in. every city and town 
and settlem ent, there are very m any who 
never see a new spaper, except an occa­ 
sional one they borrow from th eir neigh­ 
bors. 
E very question is discussed here 
m ore th o roughly th an elsew here. 
O ur 
politics are m ore intense and vigorous. 
“A Convention in one of the older States 
is a mild aflair compared to a California 
Convention. 
There the regulated 
pro­ 
gramme is carried out and the proceedings 
are over in a day. 
Here our po'itical State 
Conventions last through three well-fought 
days, and som etim es the hot-footed con­ 
tests last a w hole week. 
The victory here 
is indeed the snrvival of the fittest. 
It 
speaks well for the energy and intelligence 
of our peoyde that triumphs only come \o 
those who have tbe eudurance and ability 
to win them . 
In a growing, active State, 
full of am bitious people, weak men soon 
go to tbe wall. 
The press, vehem ent and 
aggressive, has no tim e or force to waste on 
uobodies. 
It defends or shoots at targets 
worthy of its steel. 
A'et, in the white heat 
of political assaults, I have never known a 
first-class public man to be perm anently 
injured by abuse. Like fine gold, he comes 
out of the furnace finer still. 
It is only the 
unscrupulous, the mean, the unsavory, who 
get hurt under the fierce calcium light of a 
free press. 
“AV hen a man stands before his fellow- 
citizens a candidate for tbeir suffrages, the 
press has a right to find out alt they can 
about him , and to show him up if he ¡9 
found wanting. 
It is the editor's duty to 
the com m unity.

Pacific, and now a Director in a score of 
tinancial corporations. 
He com p'ained to 
m e that newspaper men s- m eiim es did 
snoh outrageous things. 
‘AVhy,’ said he, 
’during the black Friday panic in AVali 
s'reet a reporter came to my house af.er 
m idnight, and vigorously rang the bell, 
and kept ringing it until tbe whole hom e 
was awakened. 
I put my head out of the 
w indow, said Mi. Dillon, ‘and asked him 
what lie wanted. 
The reporter shouted np 
to m e : 
“ Have you failed ” Did you ever 
bear of such cheek and an lacitv ?’ said Mr. 
D illon. 
1 replied that I thought the re­ 
porter only did his dutv. though a dis­ 
agreeable one. 
I said: 
’Mr. Dillon, you 
were one of tbe managers o f corporations 
which deal directly wi;b the people, and 
the people had a right to know w h eth er 
you were solvent or not. 
With a financial 
cyclone tea-ing through the street it made 
a decided difference to many whether you 
could weather the storm or not. And what 
seemed in be nobodv’s business but your 
o v i’i re. lly aff ctert the busines* of rúary 
w ho were standing on the bunk o f ruin, 
and the reponer, as the people’s represent­ 
ative. arid to whom they look for ail the 
news, in my judgment did no im pertinent ■ 


or insalting thing by asking if you cou'd 
pay your debts.' Mr. D illon said he hadn't 
though of it in that light before. 
“ W hile the newspaper press should be a 
sort of universal police, detecting crimes in 
high as well as low places, affd bringing 
the guilty to the bar of public opinion for 
punishm ent, it yet should not m isuse its 
power. 
‘It is excellent to have a giant’s strenth; 
It is tyrannous to use it like a giaut.’ 
“The fireside and virtuous hom e shonld 
be exem pt 
frcm 
its argus 
eyes. 
The 
best 
newspaper does 
not divide com ­ 
m unities nor array friends against friends. 
It should cem ent society. 
It should be a 
peacemaker, not a vitrol thrower, except 
where public wrongs are to be righted, and 
I think it generally is so. 
“ The newspaper should be both a leader 
and a follower. 
It should lead fearlesslv 
where dury calls, but it should follow the 
moral tone and sentim ent as crystalhzedby 
the best elem ents of the com m unity in 
which it is published. 
If it is not 60, it 
usually is com pelled to be. 
Let any news­ 
paper assail UDjustly a defenseless girl and 
how soon ruin com es to that journal and 
ostracism to its editor. 
Let it attempt to 
condone any great outrage and how soon 
the paper w ill be stopped. 
There are 
m any things the most powerful new s­ 
papers in the land dare not do. 
For in ­ 
stance, it dare not violate the spirit of the 
neighborhood. 
AVhat a strong word that 
is — the neighborhood. 
Daniel AVebsier 
once came hom e from Congress weary and 
worn from a long and exciting session. As 
soon as he arrived he was called on to de­ 
fend a man accused of crime near his old 
hom e in New Ham pshire. 
H e said he 
conldn’t do it. 
H e needed rest. 
But they 
said : ‘AA'e will give you a good fee.’ Again 
he declined. 
B ut they said: ‘Mr. AVebster, 
tbe neighbors want you to com e and de­ 
fend him .’ 
‘Oh !’ said Mr. AVebster, ‘if 
the neighbors say that, I w’ll go ’ 
Greater 
than fees, greater than statut s,greater than 
any other com mands, is the unwritten law 
of the neighborhood, and no newspaper is 
strong enough to staud against it. 
“ W hat a field you editors have for use­ 
fulness in this m agnificent S ta te ! 
W here 
else are there such resourceful counties. 
W here else are there so m acy and diversi­ 
fied industries to enconrage?

F o r it was the 
m ost rem arkable, the m ost enterprising, 
and best-blooded people of the eartli who 
cam e here in 1S1*J and 1S50 and laid ‘.he 
foundations of this State.

The Board of City Trustees held its reg­ 
ular weekly session yesterday, all the mem­ 
bers being present. Before the reading of 
the minutes Mayor Comstock asked the 
other members of the Board if they had 
any objection to postponing the appoint­ 
ment of officers until the afternoou ses­ 
sion. 
Trustee Wolf said h6 had none, and 
Trustee McLaughlin interposed no objec­ 
tion, so the matter was laid over. 
The Chief Engineer of the Water Works 
reported that last week 22,745.000 gallons 
of water were pumped, the Holly pump 
being run 161 hours and the Stevens eight 
hours. 
Mayor Comstock read a communication 
to the Board from the Oregon Coal Com­ 
pany, asking the Board to try their coal for 
a certain time in the Water Works, to 
ascertain how much would be required to 
pump 1,000,000 gallons of water, and they 
would theD put in a bid for the contract. 
The peculiar wording of the advertisement 
rendered this necessary to the company 
before they could intelligently bid. 
Trustee Wolf thought the Oregon Coal 
Company had had plenty of time to bring 
up the matter. The advertisement had 
been running in the papers for three weeks, 
and the bids should now be opened. He 
would vote to open the bids that had been 
handed in. 
Mayor Comstock said he was in favor of 
giving the new company a chance. There 
might be a saving to the city by so doing. 
Trustee McLaughlin was also inclined to 
give the company permission to test their 
coal in the Water Works. Their agent, 
George J. Cowan, was present, and he guar­ 
anteed that the coal he would furnish 
would not cost any more than that which 
was now being used. 
Trustee Wolf's motion to open the bids 
was lost, and the new comnany was given 
until April 21st to test their coal here. 
A communication from John A. McIn­ 
tyre was read offering $150 per year for the 
use of the public square, or the block 
bounded by Fifteenth and Sixteenth, P and 
Q streets. 
Trustee Wolf said the Board had re­ 
solved some time ago to improve the 
square, and he was not in favor of letting 
the property out for any length of time. 
Trustee McLaughlin thought it would do 
no harm to rent the block to Mr. McIntyre 
until such time as the Board should see fit 
to use it, and an order was passed to that 
effect. 
Judge H. O. Beatty asked the Board that 
they delay action on the remonstrance of 
the property-owners on L street, from Fif­ 
teenth to Twenty-eighth, against the grad­ 
ing of that street. He was satisfied that if 
the matter were laid over for one week it 
would probably be amicably settled dv that 
time, 
The Street Commissioner had prepared a 
report on the subject, in which he stated 
that he had examined the remonstrances to 
the proposed grading of L street, and found 
that those who had withdrawn had the 
right to do so before the remonstrance was 
acted upon bv the Board. With the names 
withdrawn there was less than a majority 
of the frontage objecting, and therefore the 
work could go on. The report went on to 
say that the Board must pass on the suffi­ 
ciency of the remonstrance, and cited a case 
from an Ohio Court where a signer of a 
remonstrance had the privilege of with­ 
drawing at any time before the Board had 
acted on the matter. In conclusion the 
Commissioner 
recommended 
that the 
Board proceed with the improvement as 
the law directed. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would be 
satisfied to lay the matter over one week, 
and this could be done by referring the re­ 
monstrance to him, as Street Commissioner. 
Jv_ .ge Beatty agreed to this, and the mat­ 
ter was laid over until next Monday. 
E. F. Aitken appeared before the Board 
and complained against the Poundmaster 
for that official’s action the other day, in 
taking a couple of cows belonging to him, 
and which were feeding on the lawn in 
front of his property at Nineteenth and G 
streets. Mr. Aitken said he had tied the 
two cows on his lawn beyond the sidewalk 
with a ten-foot rope, ana that while he was 
trimming his trees near by the Pound- 
master came up, and without a word began 
to untie the rope to which one of the cows 
was attached. Mr. Aitken came to the 
rescue of his stock, but the city official was 
firm, and declared ne would take the cows 
to the pound unless Mr. Aitken paid for 
their release. One of the men on the wsgon 
yelled out, ‘ Let him have them at half­ 
price," and Mr. Aitken paid $2, at the same 
lime informing the Poundmaster that he 
did so under protest. Upon payment of 
the money his cows were given to him. 
Poundmaster O'Neill was present, and 
stated that the reason he took the cow was 
because it was untied. He afterwards asked 
the Board if the sidewalk and lawn were 
not public property, and if a cow was not 
just s s liable to be impounded when found 
there as she was when in the middle of the 
street. 
The Trustees admitted that he was right, 
but thought he was altogether too strict in 
enforcing the law in cases like that under 
discussion, where the owner was present 
and had charge of the stock. 
Mr. McLaughlin told nim he should at 
least have first notified Mr. Aitken that he 
was violating the law before taking the 
property. 
Mayor Comstock agreed with the Street 
Commissioner, and O'Neill was advised to 
pay back the $2 to Mr. Aitken. 
A petition signed by property-owners in 
the block bounded by Twenty-fifth and 
Twenty-sixth, O and P streets, was read, 
asking the Board to revoke the license they 
had given to the individual who runs a 
saloon on that block. They claimed that 
it was not a saloon, but a "grog-shop," and 
that disturbances were of irequent occur­ 
rence at the place. 
Although the matter had been referred 
to the Chief of Police a week ago, Trustee 
McLaughlin moved that his attention be 
again called to it, and that he be ordered to 
report to the Board next Monday. It was 
so ordered. 
The awarding of the contract to grade O 
street, from Tenth to Twenty-first, was 
about to be made to H. C. Ewing, when O. 
A. Lovdal and other property owners on 
the street asked that they be informed as 
to what would be the cost per front foot for 
grading the street. 
Trustee McLaughlin said that, according 
to the Citv Engineer’s figures, the cost 
would be $1 68, with 13 cents per foot de­ 
ducted for intersections. 
Mr. Lovdal said be had figured out the 
cost, and made it $1 22 per foot, or $0,991 10 
lor the eleven blocks. 
Mr. Ewing, the contractor, said he had 
prepared a rough estimate, and made it 
$1 24. but by closely figuring he might 
have brought the price down to Mr. Lov- 
dal's figures. 
The contract was awarded to Mr. Ewing. 
Resolutions were passed awarding con­ 
tracts as follows: To Rosa & Silva, for 
grading the alley between .1 and K. Fifth 
and Sixth streets: to H. C. Ewing, for 
grading the alley between L and M, Second 
and Third streets. 
Resolutions were 
passed ordering Q 
street, from Front to Second, and Twenty- 
eighth, from K to M, graded and graveled. 
The Board then took a recess until 2 
o’clock.

John Cash, a resident of Elk Grove, was 
tried and convicted yesterday in the Supe­ 
rior Court of having attempted to murder 
George Bond. 
On the evening of ihe 21st of last Novem­ 
ber there was a drunken row at the Toronto 
Hotel at Elk Grove, in which Cash, Bond 
and Daniel Conant were the principals. All 
three had been drinking heavily during the 
day and by nightfall were "fightingdrunk." 
Cash and Bond were the most belligerent, 
and several times clinched and had to be 
separated by the bystanders. Finally, after 
another clinch. Cash whipped out a re­ 
volver and without any warning began 
blazing away at Bond. Fortunately for the 
latter, Cash's aim was unsteady and the in­ 
juries were not fatal. One of the bullets 
entered Bond's left side, near the floating 
rib, and then glancing outward severely 
lacerated his leti arm. None of the wounds 
were dangerous. Constable Zimmerman 
heard the shooting and rushing into the 
place grappled with Cash. It was then that 
Conant became conspicuous. He jumped 
upon Zimmerman and succeeded íd freeing 
Cash from the officer’s grasp. Cash no 
sooner found himself free than he regained 
his pistol and fired a couple of shots at the 
officer, but without effect. Zimmerman 
finally floored Conant, and again seizing 
Cash, handcuffed him. 
Conant in the 
meantime dea, and has not been seen since. 
There was a determined effort at tbe 
trial yesterday, on the part of Cash’s 
friends, to clear him, if possible. A host 
of them took the witness stand and testi­ 
fied that his reputation for peace and quiet 
was good, and the eye-witnesses would not 
positively swear to anything. Even Bond 
declared that he could not positively swear 
that it was Cash who shot him. Another 
witness testified that the revolver exploded 
accidentally during a scuffle for the posses­ 
sion of it between himself and Cash, and 
that it was not aimed at Bond, although 
they had been quarreling. 
Cash himself 
took the witness stand and said that he was 
so drunk when the shooting took place 
that he could not remember anything 
about it. 
The District Attorney labored under 
many disadvantages 
in conducting the 
prosecution, while everything looked bright 
for the defense. 
The jury, however, were not carried 
awap in the defense’s maelstrom, and to 
the surprise of many brought in a verdict 
of guilty. 
Cash’s case is not yet settled, though. 
During the trial the District Attorney ae- 
sired to ask one of the witnesses certain 
questions, which Judge Armstrong ruled 
against. 
The District Attorney insisted, 
and the Court finally informed him that if 
the questions were asked and a verdict of 
guilty was found by the jury, he would 
grant a new trial to the defendant by rea­ 
son thereof—provided that the law sup­ 
ported the Court’s ruling. 
Now that a conviction has been had 
Cash will no doubt remind the Court of 
this declaration.
